In the Southern Pacific--Central Pacifie un- 
merger order the people of the Pacific Coast 
are not so much concerned with who possesses 
_the Central. Pacifie..as-they—are with what ef- 
fect on transportation service will follow from 
separation of the two roads. 

It ‘is generally: urged by the shipping public 
that the present arrangement is satisfactory 
and the consensus of opinion is that no good, 
but probably ‘a great deal of harm, can follow 
from téaring the Southern Pacific to pieces. 
Shippers express: fear, and there seems to 
be good reason for it, that the numerous ad- 
ditional interchange points, necessary to deal 
with two railroads instead of one in ordering 
ears, affecting settlement of damage claims 
and kindred transactions—vexatious to ship- 
pers under the best conditions—that would 
result from separation of the Central from 
the Southern is bound to impair the service if 
not ultimately result in rate increases. 
Separating the Central Pacific and Southern 
Pacific would, theoretically, create two roads, 
but it would not build a new ‘mile of track nor 
open up a new foot of country nor give the 
competition of two railroad systems, 

No ove knows who would get the Central 
- Pacific if it was sold: Neither can anyone 
know what character of service, or rates could 
be furnished by the Central Pacific operating 
alone or in conjunction with some other road.

Does the highway Gueation interest the tax- 
payers?

He objected to the’ Amend- 
ment because it is loosely drafted and 
because it includes nearly all kinds 
of personal and private business and 
places them within the hands of a 
State Comnission which has power to 
take over the control of the mutual 
water and irrigation companies.

He questioned the adequacy of $500,- 
000,000 to do the job, calling atten- 
tion to the fact that the development 
programs now being worked out and 
absolutely necessary to supply the 
electric demands of a growing com- 
munity, amount to one billion dollars, 
exclusive of the present investment 
in electrical properties in the State.

LOOK, when Miss Emily Bissell, a 
prominent Tuherculosis worker i 
Delaware conceived the idea of tsing 
a Christmas Stump to establish a 
Tuberculésis Hospital ottside of Wil- 
mington. -The first seal sale brought 
$3,000 for Miss Bissell's project. The 
following year the great International 
Congress on Tuberculosis was held in 
Washington. This was the beginning 
of organized effort for the control of 
Tuberculosis in America. The Ameri- 
can Red Cross adopied the stump for 
their own work und in 1908 the sale 
Drquent $135,000, raised chiefly through 
voltinteer organizations. 

The National Tuberculosis: Associa- 
cion organized at the International 
Congress joined with the American 
Red Cross and under the terms of 
Agreement, the National Association 
became the goneral agent of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross during the seal sale. 
The State Associations organized, re- 
ceived their supplies and remitted ten 
per cent (o the National Tuberculos! 


s 


SS 


Cross withdrew from active conduct 
of the sale and lent to the Tuberculosis 
Association its emblem and name and 
they gave to the entire seal sale their 
moral and financial backing. 

In 1919, because of the continued 
war activities of the Red Cross, and 
the fact that the war on Tuberculosis 
had been carried on so successfully 
that it was necessary to give the Tu- 
berculosis work a_ separate identity, 
the Christmas Seal relations were 
severed with the Red Cross and the 
Double-barred Cross, which is the 
emblem of Tuberculosis work the 
world over, was used on the seal. It 
has tew become a national institution. 
$20,000,000 havé been raised in pénhies 
in the last fifteen years) The Tuber- 
culosis map itself speaks eloquently 
of the influence of the Christmas Seal. 
Today, every State has a Tuberculosis 
Association- with 1200 affiliated Asso- 
Ciations. ; 

In the beginning of the first seal sale 
-here were only 100 hospital: and san- 
atoria for the treatment of Tuber- 
culosis. Today, there are 700 with 
63,000 beds and 550 clinics in the 
United States. At the first seal sale 
the death rate from Tuberculosis was 
200 people in every 100,000 population, 
Today, it has dropped to 114 per 
100,000. 

In California in 1914, the first or- 
ganized seal sale was carried on. The 
death rate was 189 persons per 100,000 
and today, it is 151 per 100,000. Every 
town and county in California has an 
organized program for the ccatrol of 
Tuberculosis; the nurses, open air 
schools, clinics, children's camps, Pre- 
ventoria, nutrition work, Occupational 
Therapy in the hospitals, hélp for 
patients, dental clinics, and all the 


educational work that has Carried. 
California into the front ranks with 


its program, have come as the result 
of Christmas Seals. 

Every Community solling seals in 
California receives from (he <aHfornia 
Tuberculosis Association the supplies 
necessary to carry on the sule. 45,- 
000,000 seals have been distributed ia 
California and when the sale is over 
and has raised the quota, which is the 
sale of 20,000,000 seals, 75% of the 
funds will be kept locally, 5% will go 
to support the National Organization, 
the State Association will pay for the 
supplies furnished the local Associa.
